PARIS, Jan. 3. — (C, Th. — The

‘The river rove fifteen inches In 24 
hours, ended at noon today, adding 
to considerable damage already done 
in the suburbs of Paris and along the 
river in the departments of the Seine 
and Selne Et Olse, and causing the 
elty itself'to suffer seriously. 

Tovlay when an automobile was at- 
tempting (o cross a street along the 
river at Confluna it was carried ifto 
deep. water by the current and awept 
away and the driver drowned, 

This afternoon the river "was atl)!

into thelriver to such an extent that 
this: morning the aspect was one of 
serlouspess. The officials at the For- 
eign Office, arriving at thelr desks, 
found that/the water waa seeping into 
the basement of the building, where 
important archives were stored. The 
fire department was immedlately calt- 
ed upow and brought pumps to, the 
hulldings& in the hope of clearing the 
basement of water and saving the 
valuable papers atored below,

with ornamental hawdahs and trap- 
pings, was one of the chief features 
ef the Viceroy’s recent visit to this| 
city. British and Indian troops Mn- 
ed the decorated streets as Lord 
Reading and the Countess ‘passed 
through the city. 

The visit to Lucknow was part of 
an official and extensive tour of 
British Indla, and was marked by the 
holding of a ‘viceregal Durbar in’ 
which Bord Reading greeted the not- 
able citizens of the province in a 
ceremonsal manner in keeping with 
the traditions which reach back to 
the early days of Indian rulers. In 
his address on this occasion the vic- 
croy expressed sympathy with the 
victims of the recent foods ard gave, 
a brief survey of ‘ue national poll- 
tical situation, emphasizing the new 
scsponsibilities which have been laid 
upon the Indian people. He spoke 
in part as follows: 

“It is with deep regret that I have 
néard of the serious communal dis- 
turbances which have -recently oc- 
curred {n several places in the pro. 
vince. It is my earnest prayer that 
these differences may be composed.

M J. MARTIN of Wilmington, N.C., Was @ NEW 
* yaper correspondent for twenty yeara at 
Raleigh, the capital of that State, but three years 
ago he resolved to make a complete shift of occu 
pation. Newspaper correspondence is an exact- 
ing, Indoor calling, and when a man reachea & gfh~ 
tain stage In his tife he often feels the call of the 
wild, ~Then ‘there were other reasons that made s 
change advisable. 

To upset all habits and ways of thinking af- 
ter so long a Une, is an undertaking that requires 
courage and determination. Most men know on- 
ly one business, ard It Was no with Mr. Martin. tt 
happened, however, that he knew the Slate hee 
specialist, and Just for his own amusement had dune 
stalled a faw hives of hees in the yard of his home 
-outaide of Raleigh: This rave him theeimpulae 
—why not try commercial bee keeping? 

For his fielt of — operation he selected the 
lower Cape Fear region around Wilmington, at- 
though this was a district wholly untried for such 
an adventure. As a beginning, he bought 150 
hives of bees at five dollars a hive. They were 
In old gum ‘log hives, most primitive. New stana> 
ard hives were purchased in knock-down bales, to 
be nailed, painted and equipped with comb founda. 
tion. Then the bees, were transferred, 

This was done at the bepining af the spring 
(iow of honey, in Apri} of 1920, and a surprisingly 
gcod yleld was secured, 

Mr. Martin installed an exhibit in the State 
fair at Raleigh, which awakened Intense fuiterest. 
The honey was put up In attractive glass packages, 
both comb and clear honey, and given locally his- 
torle names—“Old Salnt Philip's" and “Whiskey 
Creek.” Thus his two lines became eapecially 
known at once all through the State, 

Every, year since except one ttiere has been 
a good yleld of honey. Mr. Martin bas kept in- 
creasing the number of hives, until now he has 
about eight hundred, with an ontput of ten tonsa 
of comb and clear honey a year. 

The alxty-acre .farm Mr. Martin has pur- 
chased is hit home bage, | 1t han an old colonial 
dwelling, and many attractive features. He calls 
his place the Lower Cape Fear Aplaries, which at- 
ready have established themselves as ane of the 
institutions of the State, Hia honey, he says, finds 
a ready market all through North Carolina and 
neighboring states. 

Recently he began putting out a three-ounce 
package, and has developed quite a business tn 
honey for Individual service in hotels, restaurants 
and dining cars. His first shipment to one ratt- 
road was 63 dozen packages.

as Nikolal Lenin, wil! go down in history 25 
one’ who succeeded, by an extraordinary combina- 
ton of ruthlessness and pllancy, in riding to the 
end of bis.career the eaves of war and revolution. 
Events must show—and they may show it before 
loug——whether he was , indeed, the savior of the 
Russian Revolution or whether, by setting out to 
dulld a new heaven and carth In Russia almost, 
overnight, he destroyed the revolution by making 
inevitable. a monarchist reaction. 
Throughout, a career marked 
suppleness, there runs one consistent motive. Len- 
ip never believed In Mberty or in democratic initia- 
tive. He was a Marfan Socialist of the earller and 
violent Communist Manifesto. But the ideal of 
proletarian rule was to be realized, in his view, 
through the determined, chosen few... That was 
Jargely the Issue on which the Jtussian Soclal- 
Democratic’ Party spilt In-1903 Iu the party con-. 
ference “whence Lenin’s faction emerged as the 
Majority ‘or . Bolsheviki. This faith he avowed, 
while In, power, when he cynically declared that 
there was no reason why the Russian peaple, 
which had been ruled under tho Czar by 200,000 
Japdiords, should not continue ta be rutea by 

$00,000- Communists. Minority ‘rule was im- 
plicit in his very emphasis on the “proletarian"— 
that Is to say, the propertyless city worker. Refara 
the war, Lenin was opposed to the transfer of ths 
lgndlords’ holdings to the peasants, In his theory 
the Russian peasant must he allowed to sink 
Into deeper wretchedness until, deprived of such 
land as he held, he sank to the level of the city 
proletarian, Only then would the peasant be really 
ripe for “revolution.” It is only one of the ironies 
of Russia today that the outstanding boast of its 
Communist rulers is that they heave definitely 
secured the land for the peasant. ‘ 

Lenin's death unloosens 2 conflict of ambitions 
at the very monrent when the Soviet regime is 
passing through,an acute economic crisis. Revolu- 
tions, to be sure, have a way of bringing unsus- 
pectad’ talent to the front. Rut {i ia hard to reo 
how the Sovict regime can escape 'a period of storm 
apd stress until a second Lenin emerges—if ha

low his best judgment even against expert opinion. 

Clearly, this division of authority was fraught 
with grave danger.

shipboard. The American people have the right to 
expect that the Shenandoah will never go aloft 


again under divided command, and that authority 
and the navy unifarm will he found together inthe 
air as on the sea,

The Port bas been the ane high-nrade intell- 
ectnal evening paper of New York City. It ix one 
of the oldest papers in the city and under the ed- 
Storship of the poet William Cullen Bryant, It 
reached great dixtinetion, and under Lawrence 
Godkin It was 2 leading paper of the American 
Continent. Henry Villard, multi-millonaire rail- 
rond operator, was-the principal owner in thoge 
days, but he gave Godkin generous and probably © 
full rein. In those days many .peaple hated the < 
paper but read it Just the same because of its 
brilliant editorials, The paper ‘passed to the son 
Oswald Garrison Villard, who, after many attempts 
—including the reduction of the price from 2 centa 
ta 1—to maintain its former prestige. sold it to 
Thomas W. Lumont of J. P. Morgan & Co. La- 
mont bought it out of sentiment because his Wroth- 
er had heen on the paper. Mr. Lamont, failing in 
his efforts, sold the paper to a group of prominent 
business and professional men, and evidently they 
did not like journalism. 

Mr. Curtis is first of all a magazine builder. 
but he hax also demonstrated that he can make a 
successful newspaper) as well. “He bought the 
Pobile Ledger in 1913. Tt was in the doldrums. 
It was a paper of rare traditions and held the 
public’s good will, for George W. Childs had can- 
ducted it for years. Part of its success was due 
to Its obituary columtis. ft was said that Childs 
wrote some of the obituary poetry. But the paper 
Lad gone to seed, Mr. Curtis went into the field 
of daily Journalism with unlimited capital. Today 
the’ Morning Ledger hax a circulation of 226,786 
and is a great newspaper; the Evening Lodger has 
a circulation of 272,288.
